Survey Under Way 


At present a survey is being 


made by a crew of federal for- 


m esters to determine whether there 


! is sufficient timber in the territory 


to make it advisable for the fed- 


: eral government to finance the 
: continuance of the factory as a 


re-settlement project. 
On the 


findings of the forestry men de- 
pends largely the outcome of the 
project which if approved would 
reopen Wie factory and place it in 
the hands of the 
workmen 
to 


operate under supervision of an 
assigned 
superintendent 
who 


would act for the government. 


The employes of the factory, 


. without cash outlay, would be- 
come stockholders in the project 
and the plant would be .pperateq 
on a co-operative basis under 
government 
supervision. 
Casn 


ior the purchase. of the 
plant 
t would be advanced by the federal 
('government which would take a 


lien on the plant as security for 
payment. The. money advanced 
by the federal government would 
be loaned at three per cent inter- 
est and out of the earnings of the 
company the loan would be amor- 
tized in 40 years, payments being 
made annually at 4'A per cent. 
The stockholder-employes would 
then own the plant. 


Series of Events 


Chichester first came into the 


public eye some time ago when it 
was announced that the company 
which was in financial difficulties 
had closed down .the plant would 
be sold at auction. This 
threw 


the entire village put of work, 
many of the families in the vil- 
lage having been residents for 
their lifetime. It was this whole- 
sale prospect of lack of work 
which attracted the attention of 
the Re-Settlement 
Administra- 


tion. Temporarily the plant is 
operating but at the close of tem- 
porary operations prospects of 
abandonment of the plant 
were 


apparent. 
Washington officials were in- 


terested in the proposition 'of 
financing the firm through the 
issuing of stock to the employes 
and the taking of a Hen on the 
plant by the government as se- 
curity.

James H. Lewis, 
Illinois Senator, 
Dies at Capital 


Heart Attack Kills Veteran 
Legislator, Known as the 


'Chesterfield of Con- 
gress;' Many Tributes 


JAMES HAMILTON LEWIS 


Washington, .April 10 <#).—A 


state funeral in the Senate cham- 
ber was arranged today for Sena- 
tor James Hamilton Lewis, who 
died last night of a heart ailment. 


Senate officials said the funeral 


would be held tomorrow on Wed- 
nesday, probably at noon. Burial 
in Arlington Cemetery will follow. 


President Roosevelt, members of 


the cabinet, the House and the 
diplomatic corps have been in- 
vited. 
Leaders arranged to adjourn the 


Senate at noon today out of re- 
spect to the veteran Illinois Sena- 
ator, who served as Democratic 
whip. The chamber will not re- 
sume legislative 
business until 


Wednesday or Thursday. 


It was expected that"the casket 


bearing Lewis' body would be 
brought into the chamber a few 
hours before the service and that 
a guard of honor would stand by. 


Lewis' seat will remain vacant 


throughout the services. 


Seating arrangemcnts';will place 


Mr. Roosevelt and members of the 
supreme court at the front of the 
chamber. Vice President Garner 
will open the session. Speaker 
Bankhead will sit at his side. 


The bewhiskered Senator, whose 


colleagues often referred to him 
as the Chesterfield and Beau 
Brummel of Congress, was strick- 
en with a heart ailment yesterday 
on a train en route here from his 
Chicago home. 
He was taken to Garficld Hos- 


pital, where he died last night at 
8:25 o'clock (EST) of coronary 
thrombosis. Mrs. Lewis, his only 
immediate survivor, was with him. 
. Although he suffered from asth- 
ma, he had conquered an attack of 
pneumonia in Russia in 1935, and 
only a few intimates knew that he 
was in poor health this spring. He 
had' gone to Chicago to vote in 
the recent city election.' 


Brilliant and Colorful 


"He was one of the most bril- 


liant and colorful men ever to oc- 
cupy the stage of public life in 
America," said Senate 
Leader 


Barklcy (D.-Ky), who had been, 
aided by Lewis in the lattcr's ca- 
pacity of Democratic whip. 


Although he had served both 


the states of Washington and Illi- 
nois in Congress, Lewis was a Vir- 
ginian by birth. He never told his 
age, but there were varying re- 
ports that he was 72 or 75 years 
old when he died. 


He was elected to 
the Senate 


from Illinois in 1912, buMvas de- 
feated for a second term." In 1930, 
however, he "came back" and then 
was re-elected in 1936. 


Favorite of Visitors 


Lewis was a favorite of visitors 


to the Senate gallery, who could 
spot him easily by his once-pink 
whiskers and his sartorial splen- 
dor. 
His speeches were elaborate, 


filled with grandiloquent phrases. 


Dozens of anecdotes stemmed 


from his proverbial courtliness, 
although some were told by col- 
leagues with a twinkle in their 
eye.

German Residence;

New York, April 10 <£">.—Mrs. 


Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, wife 
of the notorious World War draft 
dodger, announced on her arrival 
from Europe today that her hus- 
band would sail next week from 
Germany to surrender himself to 
military authorities and serve the 
remainder 
of the five-year sen- 


tence imposed upon him before 
his escape. 


Mrs. 
Bergdoll 
arrived in the 


Hamburg 
American 
liner 
St. 


Louis with four ot her live chil- 
dren. She went to Europe last 
December with the announced in- 
tention of persuading her husband 
to return to America. 


Bergdoll 
fled Irom military 


guards after 
he had been sen- 


tenced to five years in prison for 
evasion of the World War dralt. 
A warrant for his arrest is still 
held by the United States marshal 
in New York. 


Bergdoll has been living in Ger- 


many since his escape alter being 
in custody only a short time. He 
has addressed frequent appeals to 
the White House for permission 
to return, arguing that as com- 
mander-in-chiot of the army the 
President is empowered to dis- 
miss the proceedings of the court 
martial that convicted him. 


Bergdoll, whose exploits as an 


aviator and automobile racer earn- 
ed him youthful fame in sporting 
circles, failed to respond when his 
draft number was called in 1917. 
For two years he dodged arrest, 
but finally was captured by fed- 
eral authorities in New York city. 
On March 17, 1920, he was con- 
victed and sentenced to five years 
imprisonment. 


Two months later he received 


permission to visit his mother in 
Philadelphia and en route escaped 
from his military guards. He then 
made his way to Germany. 


A diplomatic incident developed 


subsequently when attempts by 
Americans in Germany to capture 
him led to the arrest and impris- 
onment of one of the Americans.

which he valued at about $500,- 
000.

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DAYLIGHT SAVING 
Daylight saving time goes into effect in 
ill is city on Sunday, April 30, under the pro­ 
visions of the daylight saving ordinance un­ 
der the Canfield administration. Adopted as 
a World War measure, it proved so popular 
here that the ordinance has never been re­ 
pealed. 
The large cities pioneered the movement 
because it gave extra hours of daylight to 
thousands of workers. The popularity of the j 
scheme then spread to smaller cities and to 
many of the villages. Although the move­ 
ment to save daylight has spread in recent 
years, there is still confusion in a great many 
instances. Railroads and farmers are affected 
by the change in time. All communities do 
not adopt daylight saving and national time 
changes would complicate the situation were 
daylight saving to be used for railroad opera­ 
tion. If daylight saving were adopted uni­ 
versally this would remove the objection of 
the railroads. The farmers object to the plan 
because they must continue their operations 
according to the laws of nature and cannot 
make the dew dry up on daylight saving or 
the cows conform to the new ruling. There 
is also a disruption in the lives of children. 
There still will lie confusion as long as we 
have the two time systems but there are 
sensible features of the man-made time sys­ 
tem that appeal to every one. The daily 
saving of an additional hour of daylight to 
an individual may not amount to much but 
the aggregate is what counts and proves the 
value of the plan. There is another feature 
w hose value cannot be overestimated and that 
is the opportunity which the plan provides 
to the indoor worker for additional outdoor 
exercise. The benefits to health cannot be 
• t¡mated in dollars and cents, but the health

MEDDLING IN SOUTH AMERICA 
It seems that our statesmen and publicists 
w ore unduly worried about the danger of j 
Uttin-America yielding to subversive influ­ 
ence from Old World dictatorships. In two ¡ 
instances especially, involving the two biggest 
and 
most powerful countries in South j 
America, the Nazis and Fascists have burned 
their fingers by awkward meddling. 
First there was Brazil, the United States of 
the southern hemisphere, which was so an­ 
noyed by Nazi propaganda that it met our 
government half way in arranging a broad 
plan of economic cooperation and cultural ex­ 
changes. 
Argentina was a harder nut to crack. At 
t he Lima conference it seemed to block every 
effort made by our representatives for con­ 
tinental cooperation. 
It was naturally sus­ 
ceptible to Nazi-Fascist influences, because 
there are so many Italians and such heavy 
German investments in Argentina. 
But the Nazis were not content to let well 
enough alone. They seem to have been so rash 
as to push a scheme for taking over south­ 
ern Patagonia. It is a bleak region sparsely 
inhabited, and probably not worth much, but 
the Argentine people and government quickly 
made it clear that they didn’t want any Euro­ 
pean power entrenched there. 
As a result, 
Nazi influence in Argentina is down about to 
zero. 
There have been blunders almost as bad in 
some of the other Latin-American countries. 
Uncle Sam is probably more influential there­ 
abouts than ever before.

The Federal Surplus Commodities Cor­ 
poration is reported as selling wheat at 38\[¡ 
to 40 cents a bushel, for shipment to Ger­ 
many and other countries, while American 
buyers have l>een paying 70 cents a bushel at 
Chicago. 
Perhaps it is necessary for such a govern­ 
mental agency, overloaded with wheat as a 
result of bumper crops, to unload a lot of it 
somehow, though at a considerable loss. And 
we need not make a very big fuss about it 
going to Germany—if it is going into bread 
for hungry people and not into military 
storage for a campaign of conquest. 
At the same time, if our surplus wheat 
must be sold below cost of production, isn’t 
there some way by which a lot of it may go 
to provide bread more liberally for our own 
jxtople? There must be millions of Americans 
who would eat more wheat, and other grains 
too, if they could get them.

"Do not be in a hurry with a neurotic individ­ 
ual. It may be th at he has wrestled w ith himself 
for many hours before deciding to tell the whole 
story to the physician. If the physician hasn't time 
to listen, he will not help this patient.” 
"Do npt neglect to perform a thorough exam­ 
ination.” 
"Do not say. T orget it.’ when a palient has des­ 
cribed his symptoms. Instead, say, "Tell me about 
It." 
"Do not hesitate to ask your patients about 
their m arried or domestic life. Do not attem pt to 
argue or reason a patient out of his symptoms or 
beliefs. Try to find the cause of the symptoms. Do 
not m ake decisions for your patient. Let him talk 
but try to guide his thoughts into proper channels 
and he will likely sec his own way out of his diffi­ 
culties.” 
I believe the patient should also read over these 
suggestions. It should help him to talk freely and 
fully about himself.

Mahogany Richer With Age 
One of the outstanding qualitieg 
of mahogany is that the wood gradu­ 
ally becomes deeper and richer with 
age. If one were satisfied to let time 
effect this change, there would be 
no need for stains. However, in this 
age of haste we cannot wait for 
time to develop the rich, soft pa­ 
tina that is the earmark of the 
antique. The fresh cut surfaces of 
most woods are fairly light in color. 
Mahogany may be a light salmon 
pink or sometimes a creamy yellow­ 
ish brown. 
Lumber cut from dif­ 
ferent trees of the same variety and 
of the same cargo may vary some­ 
what in color. 
Staining therefore 
not only tends to give the desired 
color but also tends to equalize vari­ 
ations in different boards or dif­ 
ferences between boards and ve­ 
neers. One of the essentials of good 
cabinet making is the selection of 
wood of the same kind that matches 
the color, thus facilitating uniform 
staining. Thus we see that staining 
brings out the natural beauty of the 
wood. It imparts to the wood the 
rich mellow color that would other­ 
wise come with yegrs of exposure 
to light. It makes uniform the vari­ 
ous parts of a piece »f furniture.
